Henry P. and Marvin B. Butler are sons of Daniel Butler, 
one of the first settiers of Salem Township. Daniel Butler was 
born in Grand Isle County, Vt., Nov. 28, 1793. He married Mary 
Prentice, a native of the same section of country. A friend, Adol- 
phus Town, had settled in Jackson Township, Steuben Co., Ind., 
and sending back favorable reports of the country, Mr. Butler de- 
termined to move West and make a home for his family. In the 
early part of June, 1838, he left Vermont in company with his 
brothers, Loren and Jesse, and their families, and was four weeks 
on the route, going to Albany, N. Y., thence to Buffalo by the 
Erie Canal and by the lake to Toledo. He left his family at Tuledo 
while he went into the interior and purchased ox-teams with which 
he conveyed his family to Steuben County, arriving in July. The 
three brothers purchased 500 acres on sections 5 and 8, Salem 
Township, on which they located and improved farms. Daniel’s

Rey. A. H. Tussing died at Hudson, Indi- 
ana, November 4th, 1903, aged 59 years, 7 
months and 5 days. He was born in Fairfield 
county, Ohio. His mother, now 86 years of 
age, is a daughter of Bishop Samuel Hiestand. 
When 24 years old he came to Indiana and 
in 1867 was married to Miss Mary L. Brugh. 
He returned to Ohio for two years and was 
there gloriously converted. Again coming to 
Indiana he remained but a year then settled on 
his farm east of West Unity, Ohio. He ‘joined 
the North Ohio conference at Hicksville, Ohio, 
September 11th, 1874, and in 1876 received his 
first appointment to a circuit and until this 
fall has travelled ever since under conference 
assignments, four years of that time as presid- 
ing elder with unusual efficiency. He was a 
man of great physical energy and endurance; 
in spirit and deportment a clean man, a man 
of (sod possessed with great courage, zeal, per- 
Sistence, and fortitude. He was excellent in 
management, was sociable, hospitable, devo- 
tional and whether in home or church his 
. presence was a signal for good cheer. His 
preaching was never aimless nor thoughtless 
but consisted largely of bright, pithy inter- 
pretations and applications of God’s word, 
crisp sayings and apt illustrations. Though 
vigorous in his rebukes his kindness won those 
who were faulty and none was more tender 
than he with the penitent Without special 
literary training he yet made the truthful im- 
pression of that rare quality known as com- 
mon sense, broadness of sympathy and great 
power of executing plans for success. His 
pointed preaching, his ability to arouse and 
wisely direct the united energies of the church 
under God brought thousands to conversion 
and the greater proportion of these into the 
church. Many of the most substantial mem- 
bers in North Ohio are fruits of his ministry. 
He labored, but greatly multiplied his power 
to do good by bringing other laborers into the 
vineyard of the Lord. Seven ministers, among 
them Revs. Wilmoth, Houghtby, Gilbert and 
E. C. Mason, he delighted to speak of as his 
‘sons in the gospel.” He knew how to build 
churches and to organize the officiary and 
otherwise the classes for better service. No 
sacrifice was. too great for him to make 
whether of means, ease or health, and the 
kindly admonitions given him by his friends 
in recent years that he cease his consuming 
exertions were turned aside by his intense zeal 
for the cause of Christ. His last church work 
was a revival service in the tent at Adrian, 
Michigan, commencing in June.

JAMES B. BRUGH, a son of Joseph Brugh and a brother of 

George W. Brugh, who is mentioned above, was born in Aubbeen- 
aubbee township, Fulton county, on April 24, 1857. He remained 
under the parental roof until he was twenty years of age, and worked 
on the farm with his father and brothers. He began life for himself 
at the above age, as a partner with his brother, George W., at farm- 
ing. Subsequently the partnership was dissolved and since Mr. 
3rugh has farmed alone. He has prospered and now owns an 
excellent farm of 160 acres. His aged mother resides with him, as 
has been noted in the sketch of George, his brother. Mr. Brugh has 
always been a staunch democrat, politically. He is a member of the 
fraternal order known as the Knights of Maccabees. He is a rep- 
resentative citizen, industrious and persevering, and has won the 
reputation of being such in the estimation of all who know him. 

NOAH BRUMBAUGH. a representative farmer and citizen of 
I‘ulton county, is a native of Fairfield county. Ohio, and was born 
March 16, 1834. His parents were Isaac and Catherine (Zerkle) 
Brumbaugh. The father was born in West Virginia in 1803, and 
died at the home of the subject of this sketch, in this county, in 1884. 
He was a son of David Brumbaugh, who was of German parentage. 
Mr. Brumbaugh’s mother was born in old Virginia. She bore her 
husband twelve children, of whom five are now living. The home 
of the family was in Fairfield county, Ohio. The father was a 
farmer by occupation. and was a highly respected citizen. Noah 
Brumbaugh’s youth was spent on the farm and farming has been 
his main pursuit. In youth his educational advantages were very 
poor, but through the avenues of books and papers he has become 
well informed on many subjects of gencral interest, and no man, 
stands a warmer friend of education than does Mr. Brumbaugh. 
He remained under the parental roof until he was nineteen years old. 
Learning the carriage-makers’ trade, he followed the same for about 
eight years, with the exception of the time he has been a tiller of the 
soil. At farming he has been very successful. THe came to Fulton 
county in 1864, and located on his present farm near Kewanna. 
Mr. Brumbaugh and Maria Apt were united in marriage in 1862. 
in Fairfield county. Ohio, where she was born. Unto the union the 
following children have been born: Cora, once a teacher, now wife 
of William Mason, of Kewanna; Prof. Jesse F.. graduate of DePauw 
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plua, where he plied his trade, that of a tinner, grew prosperous and 
lived many years. We had several sons and daughters, of whom 
the following came to lulton county, and here died. The first to 
come was Stephen Bruce, who came in 1837. and settled at the 
southeast corner of what 1s now called Bruce lake. in Union town- 
ship. The lake received its name in his honor, but was called 
Kewanna by the Indians, in honor of one of their chiefs. In 1840 
the above named Jacob Bruce came to the county and settled in 
the southwest corner of Aubbcenaubbee township. His sister and 
her husband, George Ultz, came to the county still later. In Penn- 
sylvania Jacob Bruce married Hettic, a daughter of Christophal 
Wentzel, the father of Edward Wentzel, of whom mention is made 
elsewhere in this volume. Hettie Bruce, nee Wentzel, was born in 
Pennsylvania, Sept. 9, 1809. She died in this county. Sept. rr. 1871. 
She bore her husband the following offspring: Louisa, deceased: 
Edward, deceased; Mary. deceased: Benjamin. the subject of this 
mention: Elizabeth, Caroline, deceased: and Elizabeth. The father 
of these children became an extensive farmer and was for many 
years one of the substantial and leading citizens of the county. On 
his old homestead the subject of this sketch now resides. He and 
his good wife were life-long members of the Evangelical church, 
and brought their family up in that church. Benjamin Bruce has 
always resided in Aubbecnaubbee township, and devoted his lite to 
successful farming. In politics he has adhered to the principles 
of the democratic party. In 1890 he was elected treasurer of the 
county, an office he acceptably filled for one term, refusing to make 
a second race for the office. Oct. 1, 1868, Mr. Bruce married Marv 
J.. daughter of William and Malinda (Lee) Moon. pioneer settlers 
in the county. Mr. and Mrs. Bruce have had four children, viz.: 
Jacob, who lived to the age of nineteen vears: Willie, who died one 
vear old; Nellie, the one surviving child, and Hettie, who died aged 
uine years. Mr. Bruce has lived an industrious, moral and honest life, 
and has won the esteem of many friends. 

GEORGE W. BRUGH was born in Aubbeenaubbee township 
May 19, 1856. His father, Joseph Brugh. was born in Seneca 
county, Ohio, Sept. 28, 1822. He removed from Ohio 
to Steuben county, then to Fulton county, in which he 
settled on a farm adjoining the present farm of 
George W. Here his death occurred March 29, 1874. When he 
came to this county he came by wagon, and owned a span of horses, 
a wagon, and possessed but $2.50. He grew prosperous, and at the 
time of his death owned a good farm of 160 acres. His widow now 
resides with her son, James B. Brugh, whose personal sketch is given 
elsewhere in this work.
